THE  GREAT  EASTERN  HOTEL  IN 
CALCUTTA. 

We  hnd  rooms  at  this  famous  hotel. 
The  buildiug  covers  one  aide  of  the  block 
and  in  three  storie*  high,  each  story  being 
near  thirty  feet,  making  this  building  aa 
high  as  a  six  story  building  in  New  York. 
This  piazzas  for  each  story  ar  twenty  feet 
wide  and  are  on  the  rear.  These  piazzas 
answer  for  a  hath  Every  one  goes  aloDg 
these  piazzas  to  their  room*.  There  is  no 
reception  room  or  parlor,  hut  ''the  rooms 
are  all  very  large  and  convenient.*  When 
you  take  rooms  you  must  employ  a  servant, 
at  a  cost  ol  half  a  rupee  a  day,  and  that 
servant  is  exclusively  yours  while  you  re¬ 
main.  There  are  no  female  servants  here. 
The  men  do  all  the  cooking,  washing  and 
household  work  of  every  kind.  Your  ser¬ 
vant  takes  care  oi  you,  cooks  your  meals 
and  sits  at  your  door  all  day,  and  sleeps 
there  at  night.  He  will  go  of  errands,  go 
with  you  in  the  city  and  carry  bundles. 
His  dress  is  white— a  sheet  wound  about 
him.  His  hat  is  white,  sod  when  he 
serves  you  he  puts  his  hat  on  and  takes  his 
shoes  of;  but  if  he  goes  out  in  the  ho* 
sun,  he  leaves  his  hat  and  goes  bare¬ 
headed. 

There  were  two  or  three  hundred  at  the 
great  dining  ball,  and  behind  every  guest 
stood  a  copper  colored  servant  in  white. 
They  were  all  barefooted  and  all  wore 
bite  hat*.  That  ia  the  fashion  here 
and  there  can  be  no  deviation  Irani  that 
rule. 

The  kitchen  ia  far  away  from  the  din 
ning  room  and  tlieae  servants  in  white  ran 
in  an  out,  and  look  like  so  many  ghosts. 
The  crows  congregate  by  thousands 
and  around  all  the  building,  especially  all 
the  kitc..ena,  and  if  anything  that  can  be 
eaten  is  left  tor  a  moment  within  the  reach 
of  these  hungry,  noisv  birds,  they  seize, 
and  away  they  go.  Instantly  hundreds 
will  join  in  the  chase,  and  the  chances  are 
the  thiet  will  low  the  monel  that  he  has 
stolen. — Hon.  It.  F.  Urate*  in  the  It.  7.

the  Methodist  clutrch  was  bltaaed  with  two 
sons.  The  .elder,  Charles  (1767),  at  the 
age  of  three,  without  instruction,  played 
several  tune*  correctly  ou  the  harpeieprd, 
When  he  was  a  baby  hia  mother  used  to 
quiet  him  by  playing  on  the  harpsichord  ;

At  the 
ogeof  four,  when  asked  to  play  before  a 
stranger,  he  would  always  ask,  “Is  he  » 
muaicker)"  and  if  answered  in  the  affirm¬ 
ative  would  comply  con  iptrilo.  Although 
be  never  hod  efficient  instruction,  at  the 
age  ol  twelve  he  played  the  works  ot  Scar¬ 
latti  and  Handel  so  ss  to  excel  any  one  in 
Loodop  at  the  time.  His  later  cotnposi 
tioos  were  highly  sdinir-d,  though  they 
did  not  show  a  masterly  hand  as  those  of 
his  brother  Samuel  (1766)  who  whun  three 
played  on  the  organ,  and  at  eight,  Cotnpo 
sed  an  oratorio,  "Ruth,’'  of  which  Doctor 
Boyce  says,  “This  t*>y  writes  as  true  har¬ 
mony  by  nature  as  I  can  do  by  rule^and  tvy 
study."  He  also  at  this  age  wrote  a  high 
mass  tor  Pius  VL,  which  so  pleased  the 
Pope  that  lie  wrote  him  in  Latin  a  letter 
thanking  him  for  it. 

*■* — OF  MOZART. 

When  Mozart  (1756)  was  three,  he  be¬ 
gan  to  display  astonishing  abilities,  and 
his  delight  at  that  age  was  to  sit  a"  the 
harpsichord  and  make  up  chorals.  At  fire 
he  had  composed  and  written  alone  sever¬ 
al  compositions.  He  was  a  very  affection¬ 
ate  child,  and  would  aak  perhaps  ten  times 
a  day,  “do  you  love  me  very  muobP  He 
waa  also  very  foud  of  games  of  various 
sorts  and  would  sometime*  neglect  his 
meals  for  them. 

One  day  hit  father,  upon  returning  from 
church  with  a  friend,  Inund  young  Mozart 
engaged  in  writing.  “What  are  you  about 
there  my  dear!"  he  demanded.  “I  am 
composing  a  concerto  ;  I  have  almost  fin 
ished  the  first  part."  "Let  ua  see  this 
scrawl."  “  No,  if  you  please,  I  have  not 
yet  finished  it.”  His  father,  however,  took 
the  paper  and  showed  it  to  hia  friend.  It 
was  a  perfect  scrawl  of  notes,  hardly  legi¬ 
ble  from  the  blots  of  ink.  The  two  triends 
began  to  laugh  heartily  ;  but  tbe  father, 
having  considered  it  attentively,  *‘8ee,  my 
friend,”  taid  he,  “how  exactly  it  is  coin¬ 
'd  by  nils.  ’Tto  *  pity  we  cannot 
make  out  .something  of  this  place;  but  it 
ia  too  difficult  ;  aobody  ceuld  play  it."  It 
ia  a  concerto,  replied  young  Mozart,  and 
should  be  well  studied  before  being  per- 
lormed.  He  then  commenced  playing  and 
succeeded  sufficiently  to  show  his  idea.  A 
few  months  later,  being  then  six,  be  was 

taken  to  play  before  the  imperial  court _ 

The  famous  Wagenaeii  happened  to  be  in 
Munich,  and  young  Mozart  begged  the 
Emperor  to  allow  Wageaseii  to  lie  present 
at  the  performance.  “Send  for  him,"  *‘he 
understands  the  thing."  Francis  L  desir 
ed  that  Wogenseii  should  lie  called.  When 
lie  arrived,  “Sir,*’  said  the  young  virtuoso, 
JI  am  going  to  plgy  one  of  your  concertos; 
you  must  turn  over  the  leaves  for  roe. — Gal 
axy. 

Rise  and  Fall  of  an  On-  Citt.— It  is 
not  only  individuals  who  have  suddenly 
increased  in  prosperity  and  as  suddenly 
gone  down  into  nothingness;  there  are  ci¬ 
ties  (says  the  Boston  Journal)  of  which  the 
same  can  be  said.  Such  a  one  is  Pithole 
City,  Pa.  Within  one  month  from  the 
comp'alion  of  the  first  house,  this  city  had 
telegraph  office  and  hotel,  coating  the 
owners  fitO.OOO.  In  one  month  more  there 
waa  a  daily  pspnr  established,  and  in  the 
next  a  theatre  ;  in  another  month  another 
theatre,  and  then  an  academy  of  music.  In 
six  months  there  were  74  hotels  and  board 
ing  houses;  in  the  seventh  month  the  city 
had  reached  ita  higbeal  prosperity.  It  then 
hsd  about  fifteen  thousand  people,  elabor¬ 
ate  water- works,  a  City  flail,  and  an  ex 
pensive  city  government  Then  occurred 
the  completion  of  labor  saving  enterprise 
— the  so  calico  Miller  Farm  Pipa  Line — by 
which  the  petroleum  was  sent  off  indepen 
dent  of  the  laboring  population.  At  once 
4,003  parsons  were  thrown  cat  of  employ 
ment,  while  9,000  houses  became  useless 
This  waa  tha  death  blow  to.Pithole.  At 
once  the  hotels,  the  theatres  and  the  tele¬ 
graph  office  were  closed,  and  the  daily  pa 
per  gave  up  ita  ghost,  whilst  almost  every 
one  packen  up  hi*  trnnk  snd  moved  out. 
Only  nine  families  remain  oat  ot  a  popula 
lion  of  13,000  aoula,  while  the  railroad 
from  Pithole  and  Oleopolia  ran*  oaly  one 
train  a  day,  consisting  of  a  locomotive  and 
a  single  cag,  which  usually  ia  empty ;  but 
the  company  la  obliged  to  keep  running, 
otherwise  the  charter  for  tbe  road  would 
be  lost  They  still  hope  agaiust  hope  for 
better  times  for  that  unlortanate  city 
which  In  only  seven  months  was  Imrn,  fell 
grown,  got  sick,  and  died.  Undoubtedly 
this  la  a  cate  unparalleled  in  history,  mod¬ 
em  or  ancient.  Neither  Egypt  nor  Greece 
can  give  examples  of  such  rapid  change*
